CONSTRUCTION 

"V\7"HEN    the    demand   arose     for    hardwood    doors, 

the  manufacturer  was  confronted  with  a  serious 
problem.  A  door  made  from  a  solid  piece  of  hardwood 
is  heavy  and  unwieldy,  will  warp,  twist,  open  at  the 
joints  and  cause  an  endless  amount  of  trouble. 

Hardwood  veneer  doors  solve  the  problem. 

One  of  the  most  essential  points  in  building 
hardwood  veneer  doors  is  that  all  moisture  be  eliminated. 
Every  piece  of  wood  going  into  the  door  must  be 
absolutely  dry.  After  having  once  been  dried,  this  wood 
must  be  kept  in  rooms  heated  to  a  high  degree  of 
temperature  so  that  no  moisture  can  re-enter  the  pores. 
We  have  been  able  to  accomplish  this  in  the  most 
satisfactory  manner  after  years  of  experience  and 
experimenting  along  scientific  lines. 

After  the  wood  has  been  thoroughly  prepared, 
the  cores  or  foundations  are  built  up  of  narrow  strips  of 
pine  with  edges  of  hardwood  glued  together  with  the 
very  best  of  veneer  glue  under  powerful  hydraulic 
pressure,  thus  obtaining  a  perfect  joint.  After  this  the 
cores  are  planed  to  an  even  thickness,  the  face  veneers 
are  applied  and  again  subjected  to  hydraulic  pressure  for 
a  number  of  hours.  The  core  or  center  piece  is  always 
placed  at  right  angle  to  the  veneers  so  that  swelling, 
shrinking  and  checking  is  impossible.

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Materials 

THE  Veneers  used  in  the  building  of  MORGAN  Doors  are  from 
all  varieties  of  hard  and  soft  woods.  The  principal  woods  used 
are  red,  white  and  unselected  birch,  brown  ash,  plain  red  and 
white  oak,  chestnut,  yellow  pine,  quarter-sawed  red  and  white 
oak,  and  mahogany.  We  use  only  the  best  of  rotary  cut  and  sawed 
veneers.  Our  plain  oak,  brown  ash,  birch  and  yellow  pine  veneers  show 
the  beautiful  figure  of  the  rotary  cut.  Our  mahogany  and  quartered  oaks 
are  sawed  and  are  especially  selected  for  color  and  figure.  The  Wisconsin 
birch  (sometimes  called  American  mahogany)  takes  a  mahogany  stain  so 
well  that  experts  fail  to  detect  the  difference.

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Care  of  Hardwood  Doors 


jA  LL  wood  is  porous  and  the  drier  and  more  thoroughly  seasoned  it  is,  the  more  readily 

/^k         it  absorbs  moisture  and  is  affected  by  climatic  conditions.     For  instance,  when  an 

/     m^       unfinished   hardwood    door    is    placed    in   a   damp   room,    it   quickly   absorbs     the 

£         ^^    moisture  in  the  air,  consequently  expands  or  swells,  and  when  it  returns  to  normal 

"^       ~^^  conditions    (that  is,    when   the   moisture    is    all    dried    out),  the    door  is    warped 

and  twisted  all  out  of  shape,  the  joints  open,  etc.,   and  it  takes  much  time  and 

work  to  repair  the  damage.     This  could  easily  have  been  avoided,  if  only  a  little  precaution  and 

care  had  been  exercised  in  the  handling  of  the  door. 

In  the  first  place,  just  as  soon  as  the  door  is  taken  from  the  depot,  have  a  finisher 
give  it  at  least  one  coat  of  filler;  two  are  better,  but  one  will  do.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
the  door  is  shipped  "in  the  white"  with  all  the  pores  of  the  wood  open  and  ready  to  absorb 
moisture  unless  protected.  The  packing  protects  it  during  shipment,  but  after  this  is  removed 
the  filler  must  be  quickly  applied. 

Finally,  Don't  Hang  lour  Door  in  a  Damp,  Freshly  Plastered  Building.  This  refers 
not  alone  to  doors,  but  to  all  kinds  of  fine  interior  finish.  Mortar,  as  you  know,  contains  large 
quantities  of  water  and  until  the  moisture  has  dried  out  of  the  walls,  the  house  is  not  healthy 
to  live  in  and  not  fit  for  occupancy.  Neither  is  it  in  the  right  condition  to  receive  hardwood 
doors  or  any  other  fine  woodwork  quickly  affected  by  climatic  conditions,  and  the  manufacturer 
should  not  be  blamed,  if  the  product  upon  which  every  care  is  exercised  in  the  making  is  not 
handled  properly  upon  arrival  at  destination. 

Where  possible,  it  is  always  well  to  have  a  little  artificial  heat  to  help  dry  out  the 
building  before  a  hardwood  door  is  hung.  After  the  door  is  hung  and  no  more  "fitting"  is  to 
be  done  on  it,  it  is  an  excellent  plan  to  cover  the  ends  of  the  stiles  (both  top  and  bottom)  with 
at  least  one  coat  of  good  paint.  This  will  prevent  moisture  from  entering  the  "end  pores"  of 
the  wood. 

A  good  filler  should  be  used. 

If  the  above  hints  and  suggestions  are  carried  out  after  the  door  leaves  our  hands,  we  can  positively 
guarantee  every  "Morgan"  Hardwood  Door  to  be  "a  perfect  door,"  and  what  is  more,  it  will  stay  "perfect" 
and  prove  a  lasting  thing  of  beauty.
